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The area of the district remained at 1228 acres for the year 1937 
and the Registrar General's estimate of the population was 
14650, a decrease of 280 from 1936. The number of houses 
occupied at the end of the year was 3701, an increase of 34, 
and this gives 3-9 as the number of persons per inhabited 


house for the year. 


The rateable value for 1937 was £54084 and this gave the value of 


a penny rate as £202. 


Coal mining, the staple industry of the district, still showed 
considerable unemployment and short time, although there was 
some slight improvement. The lesser numbers of the male 
population employed on the Railway, Chemical Works and Brick 
and Stone Quarries remained the same as in the previous years.

ANNUAL REPORT of the SANITARY INSPECTOR,for the YEAR ended 31st. 
DECEMBER, 1937. 


To the Chairman and Members of the Urban District Council. 
Ladies and Gentlemen, 

I beg to place before you my report of the 
work carried out in the Sanitary and Cleansing Departments for the 


year 1937. 


SANITARY ACCOMMODATION. 

The following shows the types of Sanitary conveniences at the end 
of the year - 3596 water closets, 48 waste-water closets, 41 water 
closets flushed by automatic tanks and 19 privies. 

During the year 11 privies were converted to water 
closets and 4 waste-weter closets were also converted,the Council 
contributing towards the cost, at the same time the Owners at their 
own expense provided 5 additional W.C's so that each house had 
separate accommodation. 

Out of the 3700 houses in the district 180 have not 
the sole use of a W.C. an addition of 90 W.C's in these circun- 
stances would give to each house that privacy which every house 
should possess. 123 of these houses having a joint use of a W.C. 


are of the back-to-back type. 


The Council having obtained a loan to enable them to 
contribute towards the cost of converting the waste-water and 
automatically flushed W.C's and the Surveyor heaving received 
instructions to put a scheme into operation which will allow the 
privies in Cemetery Lane to be converted, there does not appear 
to be any reason why the whole of the Sanitary Conveniences in the 
District should not be of one type- a separately flushed W.C. by 
the end of 1938. 
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Since 1929 when the Council put into operation Section 
39 (Public Health Acts (Amendment) Act 1907) 1303 privies have been 


converted and 138 additional ¥.C's were provided by the Owners. 


SCAVENGING. 
The following types of refuse receptacles were in use in the 


District at the end of the year:-

The wet ashpits are cleansed at night once per month, 
dry ashpits are cleansed part weekly and the remainder every two 
weeks, ashbins some definitely twice per week on special dars, 

St. John's Terrace every morning except Sunday and the remainder 
approximately every 6 days. 

The refuse from shops is collected weekly and burnt at 
the Council's Incinerator which is also used for disposing of any 
unsound food met with in meat inspection, discarded floor coverings, 
Wall paper strippings and other accumulations during a change of 
tfenancies, and beds, mattresses, etc. following death or for which 
the owners have no further use are also brought to the incinerator 


for disposal. 


TIPS. 
At the beginning of the year all refuse was being disposed of a% 
the Pontefract Road tip - a field which the Council have on lease - 
this tip which was first used in May 1933 was completed as a tip 
on the 6th. of February i937, and from the commencement to the 
finish 5662 motor and 1359 horse loads of refuse were tipped there, 
soiled over and sown down with grass. 

On the 8th. of February tipping re-commenced at the 
disused brickyard clay hole belonging to the Council off Wakefield 


Road and continued there until August 19th. when, on account of 
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the condition of the water it becams necessary to find other 
accommodation, the old tip far end of Pontefract Road was used 

for a month, in the meantime an arrangement was made for filling 
up the low lying field belonging to Mr.G.Hepworth, adjacent to 

the tip completed in February, this being approached from Atkinson 
Street. 

Prior to abandoning the brickyard tip, and for sometime 
after every effort was made to purify the water by treating with 
Lime and Bleaching Powder without obtaining satisfactory results. 

The total amount of household refuse collected during 
the year was 3565 loads - 2878 by motor and 687 by horse. Estimated 
weight in tons 6800. 

Shop refuse collected and taken to the Incinerator for 
burning was 427 horse and 13 motor loads, 75 old beds, mattresses, 


ete. were collected and burnt. 


HOUSING. 

The total number of houses inspected for housing defects during the 
year was 69; a schedule of defects found was forwarded to the Owners 
concerned. In 52 cases the necessary repairs were carried out 
without further notice, formal notice having to be served on the 


remainder. 


PREVENTION and ABATEMENT of OVERCROWDING. 

The total number of dwellings known to be overcrowded at the end of 
the year was 121 as compared with 208 when the Housing Survey was 
taken January to March 1936, although many on the border line at that 
time may now be overcrowded due to younger members of the family 
reaching their tenth year. 

Whilst it is necessary to see that further overcrowding 
does not arise and landlords are watching this point, one finds great 
difficulty in advising an overcrowded tenant to find other sccommoda- 
tion, he, the tenant is more or less helpless in the matter,

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landlords even if the rent is assured, will not let a house toa 
large family, and one can only hope that some of the houses now in 
course of erection will soon be available for the worst cases and 
One also hopes that the Council will when letting other houses 
belonging to them give favourable consideration to some of these 


cases. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASES. 


During the year disinfection for the following diseases was carried

After disinfection following a case of Infectious Disease a liberal 
supply of disinfectant is left with the householder and it is also 
periodically given for the use of £.B. and Cancer patients, 
disinfectant continues to be given out on Thursday mornings between 
9 and ll a.m. 

47 Library books were brought away from houses following 


Infection and after treatment were returned to the Library. 


SLAUGHTER HOUSES. 
There are 10 slaughter houses in the district, 9 of which are 
licensed and 1 registered, these accommodate 21 local butchers, 
some of these slaughter houses are old and too near dwellings to be 
considered satisfactory. They have been well conducted during the 
year and no difficulty was experienced in carrying out my duties as 
Inspector. 

The following is a record of meat condemned as unfit for 
human consumption, surrendered by the butchers concerned and burnt at

are registered as licensed slaughter men. 


MILK AND DAIRIES ORDER. 
The number of Cowsheds in the district is 8 and the average number 
of Milch cows kept being 50. The West Riding County Council 
administer part IV of the Milk and Dairies Order 1926 and the 
Tuberculosis Order 1925. 

Two visits were paid during the year by one of the 
County Veterinary Staff to each cowshed for examination of the cows, 
and in no case was it found necessary to remove any animal for a 
specified disease. The cowsheds which are periodically visited 
are generally kept in a clean condition. 

The Register kept in accordance with the Provisions of 
the Milk and Dairies Order record - 

7 persons registered as Cowkeepers 
8 premises registered as Cowsheds 
10 premises registered as Dairies. 
26 persons registered as Purveyors of Milk (Retail). 

During the year 11 samples of Milk were taken for Analysis 
under the Pood and Drugs (Adulteration) Act 1928. 10 of which were 
reported to be genuine and 1 deficient in fat. 5 samples of Milk 
were taken at the time of milking from 5 farms and sent to the Public 
Health Laboratory, County Hall, Wakefield - Examination of Milk for 


B.Tuberculosis:- All were satisfactory.

SHOPS ACT. 

As the population of the district is under 20000 the only provisions 
of the Act which directly concerns it are the provisions regarding 
light and ventilation and proper sanitary conveniences. A visit 
was paid to all the shops in the area accompanied by a West Riding 


County Council Inspector in November last. 


PETROLEUM STORAGE. 

There were issued during the year 9 licences for the storage of 
Petroleum Spirit the quantity to be stored under licence was 28400 
gsiicns. Two Carbide of Calcium licences were issued to store 


116 lbs. 


RATS AND MICE DESTRUCTION. 

Rat week was observed November lst. to 6th, by an advertisement in 
the Local Press and large size posters "Kill that Rat" were 
exhibited in prominent places, farms, piggeries, allotment gardens 
and dumps were visited. Baits as recommended by the Ministry of 
Agriculture and Fisheries were laid where rats were known to exist.
